Washington. April 9— Tho mafrnlfl 
cent equestrian statue of General Jolin 
A. Logan eroctod in Iowa circle in 
oiemory of the distinguished warrior 
aod statesman by bis comrades In 
anna and by tha people whom ho 
Bt-rvcd so w(>ll, was unveiled in pres- 
{■ncc of an iinnK iise assemblage, in- 
cluding i'l. siii. nt MiKinlty, inemberB 
of Ilia cabinet, surviving members of 
General Logan'a family, and many 
persons eminent in the Military and 
civil life oi the nation. 

A grandson of the famous soldier. 
Master George Tucker, drew the silk- 
en cord which released the fluttering 
flags that draped the statue, and dis- 
closed to view the heroic bronse flgnre. 

At l:.'iO p. m. an imposing; military 
parade, of which Colonel Francis I-. 
Quenther of the Fouith artillery was 
grand marahaU wae formed on Penn- 
sylvania avenue In front of the White 
House, and thence (irted thr- presi- 
dent and other participants in the cer- 
emony to Iowa circle. Many veteran 
organiations of both the civil and 
Spanish ware marched by aeparate 
rr '*es to the scene of the unveiling. 
V ic for the occasion was furnished 
by the Fourth artillery band. 

General GrenviUe M. Dodge, presi- 
dent of the Society of the Army c .he 
Tennessee, presided at the ceremony 
In Iowa circle. After the invocation 
by the Kev. Frank M. Bristol, the 
president's pastor, General Dodge pre- 
■ented the sculptor. Franklin Sim- 
mons. Master Tucker releaaed the 
clinging draperies of the statue, and 
the splendid work was disclosed. Kol- 
ing a brief introduction by General 
Dodge, President McKlnley delivered 
an addreaa. The oration of the day 
was delivered by Senator Chauncey 
M. Depew. The ceremony was con- 
cluded with a henedidien by the Rev. 
Dr. J. G. Bdtler. 

The statue represents seven years 
of labor by Franklin Simmona. the 
sculptor, and marks a departure in 
sculpture In WashlnBton in that it 
rests upon a pedestal cf bronze. Con- 
gress appropriated $50,000 for the 
■tatue and 116.000 waa contributed by 
the Oran4 Army of the Republic. The 
pedestal is 20 feet high. On its west 
face Is a group representing General 
Logan in consultation with leading 
ofRcera of the Army of the Tennessee. 
In this group are portrait broniea of 
Generals Dodge, Hasen, Slocum, Leg- 
gett, Mower, Blair and Captain Strong 
On the east face of the ped< Klal is a 
group representing General Logan 
taking the oath as United States sen 
ator, which is being administered by 
Vice President Arthur. In this group 
are portrait bronzes of Senators Cul- 
lom, Evarts, Conklin. Morton, Miller. 
Voorheea and Thurman. The south 
front of the pedeatal la embellished 
with an allegorical figure of war. and 
on the north with another of peace 

The etxuestrian statue rises above 
the pedestal 14% feet. General Logan, 
facing south, is represented as riding 
•long a line of battle, his horse mov 
ing forward at a gentle trot, his hat 
on and sword dra'vn. The statue pro 
duces an impression of dignity, beauty 
and power. Humbert, late king of 
Italy, after a private view of the mon- 
ument, knighted Mr. SimmoM. 

Boera, Britons and Mules. 
New Orleans, April 9— The shit of 
the Boer representatives here against 
the agents of the steamship Anglo- 
Australian to prevent the shipment of 
mules and horses through New Or- 
leaaa to South Africa for the uie of 
the British army against the Boers, 
was taken up for trial before Judge 
Parlange of the United States circuit 
court. General Pearson of the Boer 
army and a number of British army 
offloera were Included in the large at- 
tendance of apectatora. Proceedings 
were opened with depositions on the 
part of defendants. In which they de- 
nied that they were carrying muni- 
tions of war: that their vessels were 
not armed to repel attack, and that 
they were simply engaged in peaceful 
tranaportatlon pursuita 

Cabinet Meeting. 
Washington, April 9.— The cabinet 
meeting lasted about an hour.

"Misery, with all its horrible conse- 
quences, is spreading in our homes 
with wondirful rapidity. If has al- 
ready reached such an extreme that 
many workers are starving to death, 
while others that have not the cour- 
age to see their mothers, wires, sla- 
ters and children parish by hunger, 
commit suicide by drowning them- 
selves In the rivers or hanging them- 
selves from branches of trees." 



Grocers Confer. 
Buffalo, April 1». — A special meeting 
of the executive board and finance 
committee of the National Associa- 
tion of the Retail Grocers of the Uni- 
ted States was li. ld at Nihgara Falls.

London, April 9. — Lord Kitchener, 
reporting to the war ofllce under date 
of Pretoria. April 9. says: "Plumer 
has occupied Pletersburg, with slight 
opposition, lie captured two locomo- 
tives and :{9 trucks." 

The capture of Pletersburg is re- 
garded here as important The place 
Is the terminus of the railway, and 
has been the capital of the Boer gov- 
ernment since the evacuation of Pre- 
toria. The whole northern railway is 
now in the bands of the British. 

According to Lord Kitchener's dis 
patch only one ofllcer and one man 
were killed. The Moers evacuated the 
town during the night piior to I'hi 
mer's arrival, after blowing up two 
trucks laden with ammunition. Lord 
Kitchener further reports the capture 
of Ifi prisoners, 50 horses, and the de- 
pot of war stores at Boshmanskop. 
Orange River colony. 

As an offset. Lord Kitchener reports 
that a detachment of 100 men of the 
Fifth Lancers and Imperial Yeomanry 
wer<' attacked by t(i(i Boris to the 
northward of Aberdeen, Cape colony, 
and that after several hours' fighting 
the British were surrounded and cap- 
tured, with the exception of 25, who 
succeeded in making their escape. 

Agulnalde Signs His Manifesto. 

Manilla, April 9. — Although officials 

are uncommunicati v(>, it is said Aguln- 
aldo signed the peace manifesto this 
morning. Chief Justice Arellano draft- 
ed the document. Aguindldo strongly 
objected to two clauses of the mani- 
festo, and considerable argument was 
required to overcome his objections. 
Colonel Aba, the Filipino leader f)f 
Zambeles province, with 13 officers. 83 
men and 92 rifies, surrendered to Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Manclll C. Goodrell. 
commanding the marines stationed at 
Olongapo, on Subig bay. (Jeneral Ma- 
laver, with about 300 men and as 
many rifles, is expected to surrender 
shortly at Silang. in Cavite province. 

Pneumonia In Klondike. 
Seattle. Wash.. Auril 9. — Dawson 
passengers who arrived on the steam- 
er City of Seattle say pneumonia Is 

prevalent in the Klondikiv Colonel 
J. C. .McCook. I'nited States consul for 
the Klondike, was very ill April 2, and 
had practically no chance of recovery. 
Frank J. Belcher, one of the richest 
men of the Klondike, recently died of 
tho disease, just as he was about to 
leave for his home in Pennsylvania, 
where he proposed to retire on a for 
tune of at least 9600,000 which he ac- 
cumulated in FJ Porado (l:.-<tri(t A 
number of other deaths have resulted 
from th9 disease.

New York, April 9. — Employes of 
t%9 Central Railroad of New Jersey 
balloted in secret on the strike ques- 
tion, and If two-thirds vote afliiina- 
tlvely they will leave their p(jsts as 
soon as the result is offlcially declared 
and the approval of the national ofli- 
cers secured. The situation is critical 
and hinges entirely on the result of 
th«' ballot. A fort'cast of the result of 
the poll is well-nigh Impossible. The 
men will not discuss the prospective 
strike outside of their lodge rooms, it 
Is difficult to say when the result of 
the vote will be known. It Is generally 
understood that the liallots will be col 
lected by the local orL^anizations and 
by them forwarded to the brotherhood 
chiefs. The impression has been cre- 
ated that the chiefs are not entirely 
in accord on all of the lasues of the 
matters in dispute. 

The company is also preparing for 
a struggle. Outside men to take the 
places of all who walk out are being 
assembled at convenient points along 
the lines and held in readiness for any 
?mergency, and it is evident that if 
there is a strike the company wi 
make a desperate effort to keep trains 
moving. It has been admitted by offl 
?lals of the company that men hav*> 
Dei n engaged. Speaking for the com 
pany General Manager Warren said 
"We have heard nothing further from 
the men, despite our willingness to 
treat with them, and as far as I know 
there Is nothing m w I am informed 
that themen are balloting on the ques 
tlon of a strike, but don't know of any 
thing personally that such Is the case. 
We would regret trouble with our men, 
for I nm sure we have no desire to be 
other than perfectly fair. 1 have no 
idea what tho men will decide to do. 
but I hope they will be reasonable. 
Everything is moving along evenly 
and Quietly on the lines." 

This Division Favors Striking.

The weather was cold and cloudy, with 
fn-quent cold rains. The rainfall was 
generally about normal except in tbe 
aouthern and southeastern portions of 
ht State, where it was rather heavy. 
The low temperatnrea cbeck«d the 
growth <A all vegetatton, but nothing snf* 
fereii any permanent injury. 

Wheat baa improved considerably and 
seemed not to be rflrceted by tbe cool 
weather The prospc t fjr the crop is 
much better than it was March lat, but 
sti I is far from aaiiafaetory. 

Tobac' O plants are up and growing 
slowly, but are in healthy condition and 
only netd a little warm sunshine. 

Corn laud ia about all broken, but very 
little planted. Oats and rye all aowa. 
Winter oats and the early spriag aowa 
that are up look fairly well. 

Fruit is quite bsekward, which is very 
favorable, as it lessens the danger from 
frost. Peaches in the western and south- 
am portioM are beginniac to bloom, but 
through the central and northern por- 
tions will not bloom for a week or ten 
days yet. The ^roapact for all ▼ariaties 
of fruits 14 excellent. 

Very little gardening has been done, 
doe to cool weather and rain. Clover 
winter killed badly in many localities 
and grass in pastures and meadows is 
backward. Farm work has been ilelayed 
by rainy weather, bat ia not far behipd.

•f Potatoes Pvr Aen. 



[Drainage Jonraal.) 
During the present season we have 
have grown the largest yield potatoes 
in an experience of more than forty 
yeara, the yield being 320 bushels of 
good marketable poUtoeo per acre, which 
does pretty well for OD* of the theoret- 
ical editors of an agricaltaral paper, aa 
we are often aappoied to be. If any of 
our country oooaine can beat it we shall 
be pleaaad to hear how tlieydid it, and if 
they do we take off onr hata to 
them. 

The land is well underdrainfd. Early 
in the season, as soon as the soil would 
pnlverize well, we took • disk barrow 
and disked it both ways to the depth of 
three and a half inches and then harrowed 
it until the soil was aa tine aa we could 
make it. Then with the brMkinR plow 
it was turned or broke to a depth of six 
inches. After this preparation of the 
aoil we eroBoed it off, making the furrows 
ae mui'h as five inches in depth and 
thirty inches apart, planted Early Ohio 
potatoes, cut to one and two eyea to the 
pieces, the pieces bunt; dropped eight 
inches apart, or as near the dit^tance 
named aa we could conveniently, cover- 
ing the same about three and a half 
inehee. After plantioir, the land was 
rolled and harruwtd until level. The 
potatoes came up evenly, grew rapidly, 
were ftiven level cultivation and were 
ready for marketing AugiiHt 15, were 
large, sound, well matured, and were 
bigbly priaed by pnrcbaaera aa being ez- 
oeptionally good fir table uae.
